THE STAR ROUTE SERVICE. 


How Contract Jobbers Operate iu 
Washington. 

The following Washington dispatch 
shows the system by which unprinci- 
pled men ‘‘ make’”’ money ont of the 
Star Route mail contract, and, as Ne- 
vada has suffered as much by this 
method of procedure as any $tate in 
the Union, it is given to the public: 


The old proverb about giving a doz 
a bad name is daily exemplified in the 
postal service of the United States in 
the persistency with which an order 
of uncleanliness seems to hang in the 
popular mind about the phrase ‘Star 
route.’’ Because jobbery and corrup- 
tion of the most monstrous so-t in the 
mode of letting and changing contracts 
were unearthed by the investigations 
undertaken during President Gar- 
field’s term, the name itself bas be- 
come unsavory, and a whole system 
suffers because a handful of unscrupu- 
lous tricksters made use of a part of 
its machinery fora bad end. 

Although there is no reason now to 
suspect collusion with any one inside 
of the Department, there is enough 
disreputable work going on in this 
branch of the service to create a big 
scandal, if any one in Congress would 
take the trouble to set an investigation 
on fvot. A little knot of contract- 
gamblers, gathered here in Washing- 
ton, make a practice of bidding in 
about every competition. These men 
never owned a mail stage or drove 
one. Thev have no interest, domic 
iliary, propretary, or otherwise in the 
country traversed by the routes on 
which they bid. Their entire stock in 
trade consists of a modest bank ac- 
count, a few convenient acquaintances 
ready to serve as bondsmen if re- 
quired, a set of post-road maps and 
xpecifications, and a record of the fig- 
urea at which the Department has in 
former years awarded each of the con- 
tracts they want to t hold of. 
Guided by the knowledge thus ob- 
tained, they put in their bids, which 
are usually — unless by agreement 
among themselves—a trifle lower than 
last year’s, Having divided upa lot 
of the best rontes among them, they 

roceed to sublet their contracts at 

ighly profitable rates to somebody on 
the ground. Two results thus come 
about: First, live competition is dis- 
couraged ; the aspirants at home reach 
the conclusion that there is no use in 
trving to compete with men who are 
right on the spot where the proposals 
are received and opened, and hence 
prefer to hold bac and buy out the 
successful middleman after the awards 
are made. And, e3a corollary of this, 
the Government, instead of getting its 
work dune at the lowest price, pays a 
handxome percentage into the pockets 
of the contractors. The nui- 
sance of it all is that, onless some 
notice be taken of this ‘sweating sys- 
tem by Congress, there is no way in 
which vit can be broken up as long as 
the sweaters comply with the letter of 
the law.

The Manager reported that at the 
request of E. P. Lovejoy of Wabuska 
he had made an investigation of the 
beet sugar business, and had for- 


warded a number of papers on the 
subject. Mr. Lovelovy said in his let- 
ter that the soil in Mason valley con- 
tained Jime in the form of shells, and 
all the ingredients nevessary for the 
culture of the sngar beet, and that if 
works could bts built for $40,000 or 
$50,000, the citizens were prepared to 
go into the business. Investigations 
show that the greatest economy is ob- 
tained by works capable of handling 
not less than 350 tons a day. Such 
works are being erected now in Utah 
and in Colorado under the supervision 
of E. H. Dyer of Alvarado, Col., who 
has made a great success with bis 
works there. It costs at the rate of 
$1,000 for each ton capacity, making 
$350,000 invested to get the plant 
started. Mr. Dyer says he will come 
to Nevada and look over the field 
without charge except for traveling 
expenses. He thinks Nevada is as 
good a country as Utah for the beet, 
aod that is an extra good place. He 
says any soil that will bear good pota- 
toes will grow beets. The Utah plant 
will make sugar for 334 cents a pound.

In 1889 this country imported 
2,700,000,000 pounds of sugar at a cost 
of $200,000,000, so there is still room. 
It would require 3,000: acres of land 
planted each year tosupply a factory. 
Each acre of beets.will make 4,000 
pounds of sugar, worth $280. An acre 
of wheat will produce about a ton of 
grain on the average it} Nevada, worth 
say $35 a ton, showipg a difference in 
favor of the beet of $245, which will 
allow wages fora good many men and 
profit besides to thesproducer and re- 
finer. 

The average yield of an acre in good 
soil is 20 tons, worth say $90 ; the.co-t 
of preparing land and. seeding, about 
$7 ; seed per acre, $2 50; hauling beets 
to factory, say $1 per ton, $20; weed- 
ing, thinning and digging, $1 50.per 
ton, $30; total, $59 50; profit, $30 50. 

If all the sugar used at home were 
produced in America it would require 
an addition to the acreage now de- 
voted to beets of about 900,000 acres 
of land and about 300 factories, cost- 
ing $90,000,000 dollars, distributing 
annually in all channels of business 
$200 000,000, which now goes to give 
labor to foreigaers. All this crop 
must be grown in a belt of country 
2/0 miles wide extending from the 

Atlantic to the Pacific, 100 miles on 
each side of the thermal! line of 70°. 
The Manager said this whole plan 
involved the idea which he had been 
preaching for 15 years to the people 
of Nevada.

In the first place ‘‘S. C. Den- 
gon and Frank Miller of Sacramento” 
did not have 7,000 head of cattle to 
lose, if they had lost every hoof. And 
again, there never was a livestock 
raise in the State that ever branded 
26,000 calves, or a fifth of 26,000, and 
the story of John Bradley’s stampede 
is one of the biggest lies that ever 
was peenned by mortal man. Instead 
of the loses last winter being 250,000 
head, about 100,000 would come nearer 
the truth; but it makes good reading 
and shows the zraminer’s ‘‘enter- 
prise.”” The Gazerre reproduces the 
article to show how easy it is for an 
ignorant man of the plains to gull a 
city editor of the ‘‘Monarch’s’’ repu- 
tation: 

Cattlemen in Nevada wil! remem- 
ber this year as the worst they ever 
experience in their business. They 
were so badly crippled by the havoc 
wrought by last winters’s storms 
among their herds that they have not 
yet recovered from the loss, and the 
business activity of the entire State 
has been somewhat hampered thereby. 
More on this account than any other 
several thousand purchasers of land 
from the Central Pacific have been 
given a year’s extension on their 
payments. Of some 4,000 of these 
purchasers only half a dozen made 
their usual annual payments. 

Recent estimates of the loss of cat- 
tle last-wioter run the number up to 
250,000, and examples are numerous 
where out of a herd of 2,000, three 
acore or less were alive in the spring. 
This was Mrs. |. M. Strawbridge’s ex- 
perience, while G. W. Crumb saved 
but 1,750 out of a herd of 10,000. &. 
©. Denson and Frank Miller lost be- 
tween 6,000 and 7,000, valued at $100,- 
000, while others lost #0 many breed- 
ing animals that this summer some 
ranchers branded 1,000 to 1,500 calves, 
where for several seasons past they 
were in the habit of branding from 
20,000 to 26,000. 


A WILD STAMPEDE, 


John Bradley was another heavy 
joser, and he had an experience with 
some of his cattle that he will never 
forget. One night 5,000 of his choic- 
est, which had been driven in close to 
the headquarters of the ranch, where 
there were between 500 and 1,000 
bales of hay stacked together in one 
huge pile, and inclosed by a strong and 
high board fence, made a wild stam- 
pede and took complete posseasion of 
the hay. During the day the eattle 


idea being to just keep them from 
utter starvation and make thehbay last 
as tong as possible. Men armed with 
sticks and pitchforks were stationed 
along the outside of the fence to more 
completely guard the provender, it be- 
ing anticipated that in their hunger 
the animals would make an oslaught 
on the fence to get at the coveted food. 
Darkness came on and it was bitter 
cold. The night was clear, the snow 
deep on the ground, and ever and 
anon sharp, piercing winds ‘would 
mercifully4ash,the poor dumb beasts, 
who, in a solid phalanx on all four 
sides of the fenced hay, stood a short 
distance away, shivering in their 
plight, looking at the hay and watch- 
ing the men on gaard. 

Two hours before midnight the wind 
increased in fury. It became a burri- 
cane, with the thermometer below 
zero. The men on guard in their bun- 
dies of clothes were painfully: cold; 
the cattle presented a silent and grim 
aspect, in one great shivering mass, 
surging to and fro, restless withpain 
and hunger, but with their eyesstéll4 
fixed on the big pile of hay. 

Their restlessness increased; the 
swaying movement of the big mass 
became more noticeable. ‘The cattle 
in the rear,in a vain attempt to get] 
away from the cruel wind, endeavored 
to get closer to the fence. They strug- 
gled wildly, rushing forward and fight- 
ing to oust those in front, until the | 
whole herd took alarm and began 
movit.g toward the hay. Saddenly 
with one accord they bellowed leud 
and long, as if instinct told them 
death was near, and then in mad ca- 
reer rushed biindly and fvriously 
toward the fence. 


A CRITICAL SITUATION. 


The guards having no avenue of 
escape but on top of the pile of hay, 
swiftly climbed the fence and scram- 
bled on top, just as the hungry herd 
made its mad charge. 

lt was a grand and terrible scene | 
as the cattle ed up to the fence, 
those in front Laving their brains 
dashed out and others being trampled 
upon and killed by those charging on 
behind. The fence gave way, and 
around and up the pile of hay the 
herd moved on, to closely packed to- 
gether that some behind were forced 
on the backs of those in front, while 
here and there were large piles of dead 
anima 8, from the top of which cattle 
stood frantically grabbing their food, 
only the next moment to be savagely 
attacked by others for a favored place.

A BALANCED ACCOUNT.

The Thiefs Bill Was Settled with 
a Neat Check.
